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CHARTER. 


Section  i.  Henry  C.  Gibson,  Edward  S.  Clarke, 
S.  Weir  Mitchell,  M.  D.,  Charles  Platt,  and  Stephen 
A.  Caldwell,  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  now  asso¬ 
ciated  as  the  Rittenhouse  Club  of  Philadelphia,  or 
may  hereafter  become  members  of  the  same,  are 
hereby  constituted  a  perpetual  body  corporate  under 
the  name  of  the  Rittenhouse  Club  of  Philadel¬ 
phia. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Corporation  is  formed  under 
the  Third  Division  of  the  First  Class  of  the  Second 
Section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  an  “Act  to 
provide  for  the  Incorporation  and  Regulation  of 
certain  Corporations,”  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day 
of  April,  A*  D.  1874,  as  a  permanent  social  club  for 
the  promotion  of  literary,  artistic,  and  antiquarian 
tastes  among  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  such 
kindred  purposes  as  the  Club  may  from  time  to 
time  determine,  by  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
library  and  reading  room,  and  a  collection  of  works 
of  art  and  antiquities,  either  by  loan  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  place  of  business  of  the  Corporation 
shall  be  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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Sec.  4.  (a.)  The  officers  shall  be  a  President, 

two  Vice-Presidents,  twelve  Governors,  a  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer. 

{b. )  The  Board  of  Government  shall  consist  of  the 
President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretary, 
and  twelve  Governors,  elected  by  the  Club.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  Governors  shall  be  three  years, 
but  the  terms  of  office  of  four  of  them  shall  expire 
each  year  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  their  successors  shall  be  chosen.

Sec.  6.  The  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  make 
and  adopt  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  rules  'and 
regulations  for  its  government  and  for  the  admission, 
suspension  and  expulsion  of  its  members,  the  election 
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of  its  officers,  the  definition  of  their  duties,  and  for 
the  safekeeping  of  its  property  and  funds,  and,  from 
time  to  time,  alter  and  repeal  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  Corporation  may  purchase,  receive, 
hold,  convey,  mortgage,  and  lease  real  and  personal 
estate,  provided  that  the  value  of  the  real  estate 
shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  the  sum  of 
$250,000. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

Of  the  Election  of  Officers. 

Section  i.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  twelve  Governors,  a  Secretary,  and 
a  Treasurer.  They  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Government. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  the  two  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at 
each  Annual  Meeting  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast.  They  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Government  shall  consist 
of  the  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  twelve  Governors,  elected  by  the  Club. 
The  term  of  office  of  the  Governors  shall  be  three 
years  ;  but  the  terms  of  office  of  four  of  them  shall 
expire  each  year  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Club 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  their  successors  shall  .be 
chosen ;  and  the  retiring  Governors  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  renomination  or  re-election  for  the  period 
of  one  year.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  during 
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the  term  of  office  of  any  Governor,  the  Board  shall 
fill  such  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  such  term. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall,  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  Annual  Meeting,  appoint  a  Committee  of 
five  members,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be 
officers  of  the  Club,  and  the  said  Committee  shall 
nominate  a  candidate  for  each  vacancy  about  to  occur 
in  the  Board  of  Government.  Such  nominations 
shall  be  posted  by  the  said  Committee  upon  the 
Bulletin  Board  of  the  Club  at  least  twenty  days 
before  said  election.  Any  member  may  nominate 
other  candidates  for  the  same  offices;  but  the  names 
of  all  such  candidates  shall  be  posted  upon  the 
Bulletin  Board  at  least  ten  days  before  the  said 
election  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  office  unless 
he  shall  have  been  nominated  and  posted  as  aforesaid. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Club  shall  cause  ballots 
to  be  printed,  containing  all  the  names  so  posted, 
alphabetically  arranged,  and  shall  furnish  the  same 
to  the  members  of  the  Club  at  the  opening  of  the 
meeting  at  which  the  election  is  to  take  place. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Of  the  Duties  of  the  Officers. 

Section  i.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  a 
Vice-President,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Government.  He  shall, 
with  the  Secretary,  sign  all  written  contracts  and 
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obligations  of  the  Club,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Club,  or  by  the  Board  of  Government. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Government  shall  have 
charge  of  the  affairs,  funds,  and  property  of  the 

Club ;  and  to  this  end  they  may  exercise  all  the 

powers  of  the  Club. 

They  shall  meet  once  in  each  month,  a  majority 
of  the  Board  constituting  a  quorum,  and  they  shall 
submit  a  report  of  the  affairs  of  the  Club  at  each 
Annual  Meeting. 

They  may  exercise  the  right  of  inviting  strangers 
who  may  visit  the  city  to  partake  of  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  during  their  stay. 

There  shall  be  a  House  Committee  of  the  Board 
consisting  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Club  and  six  Governors,  to  be  appointed  by  the 

President,  and  from  their  own  number  shall  choose 
the  Chairman.  The  said  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  management  of  the  Club  House  and 
of  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them 
by  the  Board,  but  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  all 

meetings  of  the  Club,  and  of  the  Board  of  Govern¬ 
ment  ;  shall  notify  members  of  their  election,  issue 
notices  for  all  meetings,  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Club,  and  keep  its  records,  which  records  and 
correspondence  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
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members  at  all  reasonable  times ;  and  he  shall  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Board  of  Government  or  by  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Government,  disburse  the 
funds.  He  shall  report  at  every  Annual  Meeting, 
and  oftener  if  required,  on  the  state  of  the  funds ; 
and  also  report  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Government, 
and  to  such  of  their  committees  and  at  such  times 
as  they  may  direct. 

He  shall  prepare  two  copies  of  his  annual  accounts, 
brought  up  to  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year, 
exhibiting  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  preceding  year,  the  balance  of  money  in  hand, 
and  the  existing  debts  of  the  Club ;  one  of  which 
copies  shall  be  placed  in  the  Reading  Room  during 
one  week  immediately  before  the  Annual  Meeting, 
and  the  other  be  presented  to  the  Auditors  at  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

He  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Government. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Mevibers. 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  the  Club  shall 
consist  of  resident,  non-resident,  and  Army  and  Navy 
members.  The  number  of  resident  members  shall  not 
exceed  five  hundred,  and  the  number  of  non-resident 
members  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred. 
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Sec.  2.  No  person  residing  within  forty  miles  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  hereafter  be  a  non¬ 
resident  member.  Non-resident  members  shall  have 
all  the  privileges  of  resident  members  except  the 
right  to  vote.  Army  and  Navy  Members  shall  be  such 
officers  of  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States 
as  may  be  admitted  to  the  use  of  the  Club  in  the 
manner  provided  in  Section  6  of  this  Article.  They 
shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote,  and  in  the  event  of 
the  dissolution  of  the  Club,  shall  have  no  interest  in  / 

the  property  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  , age 
shall  become  a  member  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  The  entrance  money  to  be  paid  upon 
admission  into  the  Club  by  a  resident  member  shall 
be  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  by  a  non-resident 
member  fifty  dollars ;  but  the  Board  of  Government 
may  at  their  discretion  remit  the  entrance  fee  of  a 
member-elect  who  at  any  previous  time  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Club.  Any  member- elect  wffio  does 
not  pay  the  initiation  fee  required  by  this  section 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  his  election, 
shall  be  considered  as  having  forfeited  his  right  to 
membership. 

Sec.  5.  The  semi-annual  subscription  shall  be  due, 
and  payable  in  advance  upon  the  first  day  of  April 
and  October  in  each  year,  and  shall  be  forty  dollars 
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by  every  resident  and  twenty  dollars  by  every  non¬ 
resident  member.  Provided ,  however ,  that  the  mem¬ 
ber  elected  during  the  last  three  months  of  the 
half-yearly  term  shall,  in  respect  to  the  current  term, 
pay  but  one-half  of  the  amount  of  his  semi-annual 
subscription. 

Sec.  6.  Any  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the 
United  States,  in  active  service,  may  be  admitted  to 
the  use  of  the  Club  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
election  of  resident  members,  upon  his  paying  the 
semi-annual  subscription  of  a  resident  member,  which 
payment  shall  entitle  him  to  the  privileges  of  Army 
and  Navy  membership  for  six  months ;  and  he  shall 
pay  a  like  sum  in  advance  for  ^each  additional  term 
of  six  months,  or  part  thereof,  during  which  he  shall 
continue  to  use  the  Club.  He  shall  be  assessed  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term  of  six  months,  unless  he 
shall  have  previously  given  notice  to  the  Treasurer 
of  his  intention  to  discontinue  using  the  Club ;  in 
which  case,  however,  his  name  shall  remain  on  the 
roll  of  Army  and  Navy  members. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  subscription  of  any  member  shall 
remain  unpaid  for  the  space  of  two  months,  the 
Treasurer  shall  post  his  name  as  a  delinquent,  and 
shall  notify  him  that  he  is  posted ;  and  that  unless 
the  indebtedness  be  paid  within  one  month  thereafter 
his  membership  will  cease.  In  case  such  indebtedness 
shall  not  be  paid  pursuant  to  such  notice,  or  the 
default  be  accounted  for  to  the  Board  of  Government, 
he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member. 
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Sec.  8.  An  account  shall  be  kept  of  all  sums  due 
to  the  restaurant  by  members,  and  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month  a  bill  shall  be  sent  to  each  member 
so  indebted. 

If  such  bill  be  not  paid  before  the  end  of  the 
month  further  credit  shall  be  denied,  and  the  Treas¬ 
urer  shall  act  as  in  the  case  of  dues  remaining 
unpaid,  and  a  similar  penalty  shall  be  enforced. 

Sec.  9.  A  non-resident  member  on  becoming  a 
resident  within  forty  miles  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
shall  become  a  resident  member,  and  be  placed  upon 
the  roll  as  such,  provided  the  limit  of  resident 
membership  be  not  at  that  time  reached.  If  such 
limit  shall  have  been  reached,  then  such  member 
shall  be  placed  upon  said  roll  as  soon  as  a  vacancy 
shall  occur.  So  soon  as  he  shall  have  been  placed 
upon  the  roll  of  resident  membership,  he  shall  pay 
to  the  Club  a  further  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
thereafter  the  subscription  of  a  resident  member. 
Any  resident  member,  on  moving  his  residence  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  may, 
at  his  own  request,  become  a  non-resident  member, 
and  be  placed  upon  the  roll  as  such,  provided  the 
limit  of  non-resident  membership  be  not  at  that  time 
reached.  If  such  limit  shall  have  been  reached,  then 
such  member  shall  be  placed  upon  said  roll  as  soon 
as  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  and  shall  thereafter  pay 
the  semi-annual  subscription  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  Any  resident  member,  absent  from  the 
United  States  for  a  year  or  longer,  who  shall  have

in  writing  notified  the  Secretary  of  his  intention  to 
be  so  absent,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
one  semi-annual  subscription  for  every  year  of  such 
absence. 

Sec.  II.  All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Government,  and  all  interest  in  the 
property  of  the  Club  of  members  resigning  or  other¬ 
wise  losing  their  membership  shall  cease. 

Sec.  12.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled 
for  violation  of  the  By-  Laws,  or  for  any  offense  or 
misconduct  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient  to 
warrant  such  suspension  or  expulsion,  by  a  vote,  at 
a  special  meeting  of  members,  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  one  month’s  previous  notice  having 
been  given  to  the  member,  by  the  Secretary,  of  the 
violation,  offense,  or  misconduct  with  which  he  is 
charged. 

Sec.  13.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  months,  by  the  Board  of 
Government,  for  a  violation  of  the  By-Laws  or  for 
any  offense  or  misconduct  which  the  Board  may 
deem  sufficient  to  warrant  such  suspension,  by  a  vote, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  one  week’s  pervious  notice  having 
been  given  to  the  member,  by  the  Secretary,  of  the 
violation,  offense,  or  misconduct  with  which  he  is 
charged.  Provided ,  hozuever ,  that  any  member  so 
suspended  by  the  Board  of  Government  may  appeal 
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to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  in  the  following 
manner :  He  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the 

Club,  within  one  week  after  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Government  at  which  his  suspension  was 
ordered,  a  written  request  for  the  calling  of  a  special 
meeting,  and  shall  in  said  request  set  forth  his  appeal. 
Thereupon  the  Board  of  Government  shall  (in  the 
manner  provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  3,  hereof) 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  which  meeting 
shall  be  called  for  a  date  not  later  than  two  weeks 
thereafter,  and  at  which  meeting  the  member  may 
appear.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  at  said 
special  meeting  shall  have  the  power  to  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  Board  of  Government  suspending 
said  member.  Pending  the  appeal,  and  until  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  have  been 
reversed,  the  suspension  shall  remain  in  force. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  Admissions . 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Admis¬ 
sions,  which  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  elect 
members  of  the  Club.  It  shall  consist  of  nine  mem¬ 
bers,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years;  but 
the  term  of  three  members  shall  expire  each  year  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Clnb,  or  as  soon  there¬ 
after  as  their  successors  shall  be  chosen,  and  the 
retiring  members  of  the  Committee  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  renomination  or  re-election  for  the  space 
of  one  year. 
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In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  during  the  term  of 
office  of  any  member,  the  Committee  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Committee  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  Annual  Meeting  by  ballot.  The 
President  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  before  election, 
appoint  a  Committee  of  five  members,  not  more  than 
two  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Admissions ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Com¬ 
mittee  to  nominate  three  candidates  for  the  vacancies 
about  to  occur  in  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 
All  nominations  so  made  shall  be  posted  on  the 
Bulletin  Board  of  the  Club  at  least  twenty  days 
before  the  election.  Any  member  may  nominate  other 
candidates  for  the  same  offices  ;  but  the  names  of  all 
such  candidates  shall  be  posted  upon  the  Bulletin 
Board  ad  least  ten  days  before  said  election ;  and  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  unless  he  shall  have  been 
nominated  and  posted  as  aforesaid. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Club  shall  cause  all  the  names 
so  posted  to  be  printed  upon  a  ballot  alphabetically 
arranged,  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  members  of 
the  Club  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting  at  which  the 
election  is  to  take  place. 


Sec.  3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  each  month,  excepting  the  months  of 
July  and  August.  Six  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 
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The  Committee  shall  receive  and  consider  all  com¬ 
munications  in  reference  to  persons  proposed,  and 
make  careful  examinations  as  to  their  qualifications. 


Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  the  Club  shall,  one  week 
previous  to  each  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Admis¬ 
sions,  ascertain  the  number  of  vacancies,  if  any,  and 
certify  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 


Sec.  5.  Proposals  for  resident  membership  shall  be 
made  to  the  Committee  through  its  Secretary,  signed 
by  the  proposer  and  seconder,  stating  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  candidate.  The  proposal  shall  be 
posted  with  its  date  upon  the  Bulletin  Board  of  the 
Club,  at  the  end  of  one  week  following  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Committee  next  after  its  receipt,  unless 
it  shall  have  been  theretofore  withdrawn. 

All  proposals  for  non-resident  membership  shall 
comply  in  all  respects  with  those  for  resident  mem¬ 
bership,  and  in  addition  such  proposal  shall  be  sec¬ 
onded  by  four  resident  members  personally  acquainted 
with  the  applicant.. 

No  such  proposal  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  unless  it  shall  have  been  posted  as  aforesaid 
for  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  at  which 
action  shall  be  taken. 


Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  vote  by  ballot  sep¬ 
arately  upon  the  name  proposed.  A  former  mem- 
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ber  of  the  Club,  when  proposed  for  re-election,  shall 
be  voted  upon  before  any  other  candidate,  but  all 
other  candidates  shall  be  voted  upon  in  the  order 
in  which  their  names  shall  have  been  proposed. 

All  names  proposed  shall  remain  posted  until  final 
action  be  taken  upon  them  by  the  Committee  or 
the  names  be  withdrawn.  Negative  votes  to  the  number 
of  two  shall  exclude  any  candidate  for  membership, 
and  no  person  shall  be  elected  unless  he  shall  receive 
the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee. 

No  person  against  whom  two  negative  votes  shall 
have  been  cast  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination  for 
twelve  months  thereafter;  but  any  person  who  may 
have  failed  of  election,  by  reason  merely  of  not  hav¬ 
ing  received  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Committee,  may  be  again  voted  upon  at  any  subse¬ 
quent  meeting. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  Committees  on  Art  and  Library. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Art 
and  Antiquities,  and  a  Committee  on  Library  and 
Literature,  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  shall  consist  of  five  members  each,  not 
more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  other  than  members 
of  the  Board,  and  the  President  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Art  and  Antiquities 
shall  have  charge  of  the  works  of  art  and  antiquities 
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owned  by  or  loaned  to  the  Club ;  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  the  exhibition 
of  works  of  art  and  other  objects  at  such  times  as 
the  Board  of  Government  may  determine.  They  shall 
keep  a  catalogue  of  the  works  of  art  and  antiquities 
owned  by  or  loaned  to  the  Club,  or  exhibited  in 
its  rooms.  From  their  number  two  Curators  shall 
be  chosen,  who  shall  have  special  charge  of  the 
Loan  Collection.  It  shall  be  their  business  to  receive 
all  specimens  and  works  of  art  lent  or  given  to  the 
Club,  and  to  see  the  same  are  securely  and  suitably 
placed  ;  to  which  end  they  shall  have  power  to  pro¬ 
vide  proper  cases  and  all  other  needful  appliances. 
They  shall  attend  to  the  labeling  and  recording  of 
all  specimens  and  works  of  art,  for  which  object 
they  shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  the  names  of  all  persons  lending  or  giving 
specimens  of  works  of  art,  together  with  their  titles 
and  the  dates  of  such  donation  or  loan,  and  give  receipts 
for  the  same.  With  the  approval  of  the  Committee, 
the  Curators  shall  have  power  to  make  and  alter 
the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
due  arrangement  of  objects  and  specimens  given  or 
lent  to  the  Club.  They  shall  make  no  expenditure 
unless  upon  appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Govern¬ 
ment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Library  and  Literature 
shall  have  charge  of  all  books,  periodicals  and  news¬ 
papers  belonging  to  or  loaned  to  the  Club,  and  shall 
report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  same  annually  at 
the  stated  meeting  in  March.  They  shall  procure, 
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with  the  funds  placed  at  their  disposal,  such  works 
as  they  shall  deem  important  to  be  in  the  Library 
of  the  Club,  and  shall  report,  from  time  to  time,  the 
titles  of  such  other  works  as  they  may  consider 
desirable  to  be  obtained. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  Meetings. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Club  for  the  election  of  officers  and  other  busi¬ 
ness.  It  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  March 
of  each  year,  at  8  P.  M. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Club,  after  organiza¬ 
tion,  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  stated  meeting, 
and  of  every  special  meeting  subsequent  thereto. 

2.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Government. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Appointment  of  Auditors. 

5.  Report  of  Committees. 

6.  Stated  Election. 

7.  New  Business. 

Provided ,  That  this  Order  of  Business  may  be,  on 
motion,  changed  by  a  majority  of  the  meeting. 
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Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Board 
of  Government,  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings 
at  any  time  on  the  written  request  of  ten  members 
specifying  the  object  of  the  meeting.  Each  member 
of  the  Club  shall  have  notice  of  such  meeting  and 
its  object  sent  to  him  through  the  United  States  Post 
Office,  and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  such 
meeting  unless  relating  to  such  object. 

Sec.  4.  The  number  of  members  necessary  to  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  at  a  stated  meeting  shall  be  forty, 
and  at  a  special  meeting  shall  be  fifty. 


ARTICLE  VII 


Of  Invitations 


Section  i.  Residents  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
not  being  members,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  Club 
more  than  once  in  one  year,  save  to  an  entertainment 
in  a  private  room  at  which  one-half  the  guests  must 
be  members  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  2.  A  member  may  introduce  a  stranger  to  the 
Club  for  two  days  upon  registering,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  the  name  and  residence  of  such 
stranger  and  date  of  such  introduction,  which  the  said 
member  shall  sign,  and  such  invitation  shall  not  be 
renewed  within  the  same  calendar  month. 
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Sec.  3.  At  the  written  request  of  a  member,  addressed 
to  the  Secretary,  the  Board  of  Government  may,  at 
its  discretion,  extend  an  invitation  for  ten  days  to  a 
stranger  not  residing  within  fifty  miles  of  the  city. 
The  member  requesting  the  invitation  shall,  at  the 
time  of  such  request,  register,  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpose,  the  name  and  residence  of  such 
stranger. 

Sec  4.  Such  invitation  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  Government,  be  extended  for  a  further 
period  of  twenty  days  at  the  written  request  of  the 
member  originally  introducing  the  stranger. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  written  request  of  two  members, 
one  of  wh>  m  shall  be  the  member  who  requested 
the  issuing  of  the  original  invitation,  the  Board  may 
extend  to  such  stranger  the  privilege  of  admission 
for  a  further  period  not  exceeding  one  month. 

Sec.  6.  No  stranger,  who  shall  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Club  upon  a  ten-days’  invitation,  shall  be  intro¬ 
duced  a  second  time  until  three  months  shall  have 
elapsed  after  the  expiration  of  his  invitation. 

Sec.  7.  No  stranger,  whose  ten-days’  invitation  shall 
have  been  extended  for  a  further  period  of  twenty 
days,  shall  be  introduced  a  second  time  until  six 
months  shall  have  elapsed  after  the  expiration  of  his 
invitation. 
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Sec.  8.  No  stranger,  whose  twenty  days’  invitation 
shall  have  been  extended  for  a  further  period  not 
exceeding  one  month,  shall  be  introduced  a  second 
time  until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed  after  the  expi¬ 
ration  of  his  invitation. 

Sec.  9.  A  member  introducing  a  stranger  to  the 
Club,  or  procuring  for  him  an  invitation  from  the 
Board,  shall  be  liable  for  all  his  debts  to  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Amendments. 

N. 

Section  i.  No  alteration  of  the  Charter  or  By-Laws 
shall  be  made  unless  the  same  be  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Government,  or  by  five  members  in  writ¬ 
ing,  and  then  posted  in  the  Club  for  at  least  one 
month  before  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  to  be  called  by  the  Board  of  Government  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  such  alteration.  The  notices 
of  said  meeting  shall  contain  the  proposed  alteration. 
No  alteration  of  the  Charter  or  By-Laws  shall  be 
made  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 
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The  Club  House  shall  be  opened  at  8  A.  M.  daily, 
but  it  may  be  opened  at  any  earlier  hour  for  the  use 
of  any  member  giving  notice  the  previous  evening. 
There  shall  be  no  admission  to  the  Club  House  after 
1.30  A.  M  ,  and  the  house  shall  be  closed  and  the 
lights  extinguished  at  2  A.  M. 

No  book,  paper,  picture,  or  work  of  art,  which  is 
the  property  of  the  Club,  or  loaned  thereto,  shall  be 
taken  from  the  house,  except  by  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Government,  or  upon  the  written  order  of 
its  owner. 

Books  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Library  excepting 
books  of  reference,  and  those  only  for  temporary  use, 
to  be  returned  immediately. 

Restaurant  orders  for  eatables  will  not  be  served  in 
the  Library  at  any  time. 

No  subscription  paper  shall  be  circulated  in  the 
Club  House  without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Government. 

No  member  shall  give  any  money  or  gratuity  to 
any  servant. 

Dogs  shall  not  be  allowed  on  the  premises. 
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No  drinks  shall  be  served  to  members  at  the  counter 
of  the  Wine  Room. 

No  drinks  or  eatables  will  be  served  or  games  allowed 
in  the  Reception  Room  in  the  basement  of  the  Club. 

On  all  wines  brought  into  the  Club  by  members, 
corkage  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents 
for  pints,  and  fifty  cents  for  quarts. 

No  drinks  will  be  served  in  the  private  Dining  Rooms 
of  the  Club  except  at  private  entertainments. 

At  least  one  day’s  notice  of  any  entertainment  in 
a  private  Dining  Room  must  be  given  to  the  Steward. 
The  cost  of  the  private  Dining  Room  will  be  the 
actual  cost  of  the  additional  service  required. 

When  any  entertainment  to  be  given  in  the  Club 
House  by  a  member  is  one  at  which  more  than 
twenty-five  persons  are  to  be  present,  the  permission 
of  the  House  Committee  must  first  be  obtained. 

No  hot  dish  will  be  served  after  12.30  o’clock, 
A.  M. 

Smoking  will  be  allowed  in  the  West  Dining  Room 
from  12  M.  until  4  P.  M.,  and  in  both  of  the  Dining 
Rooms  after  8.30  P.  M. 

Sandwiches  and  Bar  orders  will  be  served  in  the  back 
Reading  Rooms  at  any  time,  and  in  the  front  Reading 
Rooms  after  8  P.  M. 
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Restaurant  orders,  with  the  exception  of  sandwiches, 
will  not  be  served  in  the  Cafes  between  the  hours  of 
6  and  8. 30  P.  M. 

No  service,  such  as  table  crockery  or  china,  linen, 
silverware,  or  cutlery  shall  be  taken  from  the  Club 
House,  except  at  the  request  of  a  member  who  is 
ill. 

The  private  Bed  Rooms  can  be  engaged  upon  appli¬ 
cation  at  the  office.  No  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
engage  a  room  for  more  than  three  consecutive  nights 
within  the  period  of  seven  days,  and  it  must  be  stated 
in  advance  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  room  is 
desired.  After  occupying  a  room  for  three  consecutive 
nights  a  member  may,  after  5  P.  M.  of  the  afternoon 
following,  re-engage  the  same  or  any  other  room  for 
another  night,  provided  the  same  shall  not  be  already 
engaged.  Every  member,  on  vacating  a  room,  or  whose 
time  may  have  expired,  shall  remove  his  property  there¬ 
from  forthwith.  Otherwise  the  same  will  be  removed 
and  held  subject  to  the  order  of  the  member.  The 
charge  is  $2.00  per  night. 

Conversation  is  prohibited  in  the  Library,  and  also 
in  the  Card  Room  when  annoying  to  members  play¬ 
ing. 

Every  person  playing  cards  shall  pay  the  Club  twenty- 
five  cents  for  every  afternoon  and  for  every  evening  he 
may  play. 

After  the  card  table  has  been  supplied  with  the 
two  original  packs  of  cards,  an  additional  charge  of 
forty  cents  for  each  whist  pack,  and  thirty  cents  for 
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each  euchre  pack  shall  be  made  for  such  packs  as 
may  be  ordered  by  any  member ;  provided ,  that  defec¬ 
tive  cards  shall  not  be  charged  for. 

No  round  or  banking  game  shall  be  played  on  the 
premises.  A  round  game  is  one  which  can  be  played 
by  more  than  four  players  at  any  one  time.  This 
rule  does  not  apply  to  billiards  or  pool. 

No  games  of  any  kind  shall  be  played  in  the  Club 
House  between  midnight  on  Saturday  and  the  hour  of 
opening  Monday  morning. 

Refreshments  shall  not  be  served  in  the  Card  Room 
on  Sunday. 

Card  playing  shall  be  restricted  to  the  Card  Room. 

The  rules  of  the  Somerset  Club,  of  Boston,  for  the 
government  of  the  game  of  euchre,  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Club. 

Every  person  playing  sniff  or  dominoes  in  the  Billiard 
Room  shall  pay  the  Club  fifteen  cents  for  every  day  he 
may  play  ;  and  he  shall  pay  twenty-five  cents  for  every 
time  he  may  play  in  the  Card  Room. 

Billiards  shall  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  thirty 
cents  per  hour  ;  bottle  pool  at  the  rate  of  sixty  cents 
per  hour ;  and  all  other  pool  at  the  rate  of  fifty 
cents  per  hour ;  and  when  three  games  of  fifteen- 
ball  pool,  or  one  hundred  points  of  continuous  pool 
have  been  played,  the  table  shall  be  resigned  to  others 
who  may  desire  to  play. 
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No  servant  of  the  Club  is  permitted  to  receive 
cash  for  any  Billiard  Room  checks,  or  for  Restau¬ 
rant,  Bar,  Cafe  or  other  orders.  Members  desiring  to 
pay  cash  can  redeem  their  checks  at  the  office. 

The  Barber  Shop  will  be  open  from  8  A.  M.  until 
8  P.  M.  on  weekdays.  On  Sundays  and  holidays 
the  hours  are  from  8  A.  M.  until  2  P.  M.  Members 
will  be  served  in  order  according  to  the  time  they 
have  been  wailing  in  the  simp. 

Neither  whistling  nor  singing  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
Club  House,  except  at  entertainments  given  in  the 
private  Dining  Rooms 

Complaints  must  be  made  in  writing  in  the  Sug¬ 
gestion  Book  kept  at  the  office.
